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COLLUSION IN BIDDING? 


The Statement Is Made That There 
Is Evidence of an Agreement. 


The New York World Prints a Story to the Effect That the 
Attorney General Will Be Asked to Prosecute 
Some of the Bidders for Government Contracts. 


The New York World of Wednesday of this week printed the 
following story, which will interest the readers of THe Paper 
TRADE JOURNAL: 

“It became known yesterday that several of the prominent book, 
magazine and periodical publishers of the country are about to 
submit to Attorney General Bonaparte, for such action as he may 
care to take in the matter, what they believe to be conclusive evi 
dence of an agreement, or understanding, between a large numbet 
of book paper manufacturers, many of whom bid last week for 
the contract of supplying the Government with book paper for the 
coming year 

“Figures in the recent bidding for Government supplies, as pub 
lished in the supplement of THe Paper Trape JourNAL on Janu 
ary 23, are the basis for their belief that collusion exists between 
certain manufacturers. There were eighteen bidders for Class A 
and B paper. Two evidently independent bidders were a great deal 
lower than the remaining sixteen, the low bids of the latter in nearly 
every instance being identical. The saving to the Government, 
based'‘on the prices submitted by the independent bidders, will total 
upward of $30,000 on about 6,000 tons, the Government’s estimate 
of the amount required. 

“The following figures, taken from THe Paper TRADE JouRNAI 
supplement, show the wide disparity between the bids: 

“Class A, machine finish book paper, in cases, lots 1, 2, 3 and 4 
inclusive, showed ‘low’ bid of $4.10 per hundred pounds quoted by 
five manufacturers. The two independent bidders quoted $3.75 and 
$3.80 on these lots. 

“Class A, machine finish bouk paper, in rolls, lots 5 to 24 inclu 
sive, showed a ‘low’ bid of $3.00 per hundred pounds on the part 
of seven of these manufacturers. The two independent bidders 
on these lots ranged from $3.60 to $3.70 

“Class A, machine finish book paper, lots 25 to 31 inclusive, 
showed the same comparison as lots I to 4 

“Class B, supercalendered book paper in cases, lots 32 to 44 
inclusive, showed a ‘low’ bid of $4.35 per hundred pounds on the 
part of ten manufacturers. The two independent bidders ranged 
on these lots from $3.90 to $4.” 


Resolution in Parliament on Pulp Wood Export.

NIAGARA Fats, Ont., January 28, 1908—At last the House of 
Commons at Ottawa has woke up on the pulp wood question, and 
before this session is over there promises to be a sharp and con 
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tested debate over the question of export duty The matter has 
been agitated throughout the length and breadth of Ontario and 


Quebec, where the great pulp wood supply comes from which is 
taken to the States. That the large moneyed interests which have 
secured large timber preserves in Canada, notably the Interna 
tional, will fight any attempt to put an export duty on the wood 
goes without saying. 

The first gun in the fight for export duty was fired in the House 
last week, when Mr. Lewis, M. P., smuggled in resolution 
which has not as yet seen much of the light of day This is pur 
ported to be the resolution, as it was read in a low tone by the 
clerk: “Resolved, That in the opinion of this House such an ex 
port duty should be placed on pulp wood that will induce its manu 
tacture into paper in this country and thus save to the labor of this 
country the six million dollars now lost.” 

In this connection Mr. Beland, M. P., asked from Minister Pat 
terson some information in regard to pulp wood. Mr. Beland 
wanted to know what the exports had been to the United States 
in the last few years and the value of the same. Mr. Patterson 
handed out these statistics: For 1905, 593,624 cords, valued at 
$2,600,814; for 1906, 614,286 cords, valued at $2,649,106; for 1907 
628.744 cords, valued at $2,748,909 W. E. T

The Total Liabilities Are $271,672. 
The Assets Amount to $15,548. 


In Addition to the Value of Assets Given Above the Company 
Has an Equity in the Mill Property; Nothing Is Expected 
From This, However; Also Book Accounts of Little Value. 


The schedules in bankruptcy of the Grove Mills Paper Company, 
of Newburgh, N. Y., show liabilities of $271,672.66, consisting of 
accounts payable, $20,160.03, notes payable, $242,003.49, and wages 
due and payable, $509.14. The assets amount to $15,548.40, made 
up of personal property, $6,933.42; equity and book accounts over 
and above assignments, $8,614.42, and real estate with no value 
above liens. 

The real estate which is owned by the company consists of the 
mill property, with smaller buildings, including machinery valued at 
$100,000. It is subject to a bonded indebtedness of $125,000, of 
which amount $100,000 is outstanding in first mortgage bonds and 
$25,000 in second mortgage bonds. Foreclosure proceedings have 
been commenced under the first mortgage bonds. The property 
will not realize sufficient to pay the bonded indebtedness. 

The personal property includes all raw materials and office furni- 
ture and other fixtures of the mill, also the furnishings in the 
New York office of the company. The book accounts are scattered 
among a large number of paper jobbing firms in New York and 
elsewhere. These accounts as stated in the schedules are subject 
to assignments made for value received prior to the bringing of 
bankruptcy procedings. 

Notes to the amount of $53.750 were drawn to the order of the 
Grove Mills Paper Company. There were eleven in all. One note 
was for $3,750 and came due in May, 1907, while the other ten are 
for $5,000 each and run to May, 1909. The holders of these notes 
are unknown, but notice should be sent to Thomas E. Shields, 111 
Broadway.

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TRUCE IN THE SULPHUR WAR. 


The Advance in the Price of Sulphur Made Last Week Seemed 


to Foreshadow Some Arrangement Whereby Ruinous Com- 
petition Would Be Avoided—lItalians to Cease Cutting. 


Following the announcement of an advance to $22 per ton in 
American sulphur by the Louisiana sulphur interests comes the

The American agents, under orders from the Consorzio, were 
the first to advance prices to the $22 basis on the Sicilian product 
The Consorzio’s representatives in this country were somewhat 
reluctant about giving information in regard to the change. In 
the official announcement of the domestic producers no reasons 
were given in explanation of the advance. 

Paper manufacturers, being large consumers of sulphur, were 
naturally interested in the brimstone situation. The first Rnow!l- 
edge that the two largest producers in the world were at odds 
came a few months ago, when the Sicilian agents here cut the 
price to $20.50. This was followed by a reduction on American 
sulphur to $19.50. Since then no new developments have occurred 
Last week’s announcement of an advance of $2.50 per ton by both 
interests was rather unexpected, as many of the paper mills have 
been holding off in the hope that quotations would go still lower. 
Just what kind of an arrangement has been reached between the 
warring factions is not definitely known, but it is believed that 
some sort of an agreement has been made whereby either side is 
to restrict operations to, home territory.

What methods were employed are not known, but it is 
stated that importations of Sicilian sulphur have ceased and that 
producers of the domestic product are not so aggressive abroad. 

It is said that the Italian Government has offered further finan 
cial assistance to the Consorzio, but the latter has taken no steps 
to reduce the output of the Sicilian article, which seems to be the 
only solution when a heavy overproduction exists.

Paper Prices to Be Maintained.

AppLeton, Wis., January 27, 1908.—In talking with a prominent 
manufacturer of wood papers today your correspondent expressed 
the opinion that if the mills only have the backbone to maintain 
prices throughout this depression, no matter how long it may last, 
as they have been doing up to this time, no irretrievable damage 
will have been done. “You need have no fear whatever,” said this 
gentleman, “that there will be any price cutting. The manufactur- 
ers understand each other better than they used to in the past, 
when price cutting was always resorted to in dull seasons. And 
then there is no decrease in the prices of raw materials that would 
justify price revisions. Wood is the prime factor, and no mill 
can afford to cut prices with wood costing what it does now. 
Labor is being paid as much as ever, except the common roust- 
abouts, and wood and labor make wood papers. Fox River.

That it was surprising to know the vast amount of money that 
is spent in advertising, and that advertising was made profitable 
to the advertiser through the art of printing, it being absolutely 
necessary for the printer to prepare catalogues that will be at- 
tractive, so that when they ar> received they will not be at once 
consigned to the waste basket. One concern in Chicago, he added, 
has built up an enormous business (between $50,000,000 and $60,- 
000,000 a year) made through sales by means of its catalogues. 
One of the large electrical companies spends $250,000 a year on 
advertising and getting out catalogues, etc. 

The meeting had rather a free discussion on the proposed changes 
in the tariff as they affect sulphite and lumber, the discussion 
being entered into by Messrs, Bartow, Lindsay, McQuillen and 
George W. Wheelwright, Jr. DELESDERNIER.

Your Receiver respectfully submits that on December 9, 1907, 
pursuant to a notice to all the creditors of The Friend Paper Com- 
pany in amounts of $2,000 and over, there was held a meeting of 


representatives of creditors whose aggregate of claims amounted 
to $1,319,889.79. 

It was the unanimous consensus of opinion of the creditors 
present that the plant should be operated and the business con- 
tinued, and an advisory committee of five was appointed to act 
in connection with the Receiver, with reference to the operation of 
the plant and the manner of carrying on the busiriess, so that it 
might be preserved as a going concern. 

The committee are J. H, Friend, of The Friend Paper Company ; 
T. P. Burgess, of the Burgess Sulphite Fibre Company; H. G. 
Freeman, of the Fox River Paper Company; N. J. Catrow, of 
the First National Bank, of Miamisburg, Ohio, and W. N. Cald- 
well, of the American Writing Paper Company. 

Since said meeting other creditors joined in the consent to oper- 
ate the plant, and creditors to the amount of $1,446,052.52 have 
consented to and requested the operation of the plant and the 
continuance of the business. 

The Receiver is of the opinion that the plant can be operated 
and the business carried on in the ordinary way under the orders 
of this court, with material profit. By the operation of the plant 
the trade relations of the company and its goodwill will be main- 
tained, which will aid in obtaining a proper price for the plant 
and business by keeping it intact and active as a going and profit 
earning concern, or assist in reorganizing the company. 

There are now quick assets in the amount of $484,906.51, which 
is ample for working capital to carry on the business. . A plan of 
settlement and reorganization has been proposed and is now being 
considered by the creditors, a majority of whom in amount have 
agreed thereto. 

The present is a most unfavorable period in which to sell the 
assets of the corporation, but if the business and property of this 
company are maintained as a going concern, the best possible re- 
sults may be had in the future for the creditors. 

Your Receiver further states that it was necessary to the ascer- 
taining of the true conditions of the books of account of The 
Friend Paper Company that certified accountants be employed, and 
under the order of this court of date of November 5, 1907, the 
Receiver employed such accountants, and the statement of ac- 
counts herein made are from the information furnished by said 
accountants, and the details of the business as herein reported are 
all contained in the books of the Receiver at the office of the 
company. 

Your Receiver further states that he herewith submits to the 
court his resignation as such, to date from December 28, 1907; 
that pursuant to the request of the Advisory Committee he recom- 
mends for appointment as his successor W. W. Sunderland, who 
has been since December 15, 1907, in the employ of the Receiver, 
and the creditors to the amount of two-thirds of the indebtedness 
of the company recommend Mr. Sunderland to the consideration 
of the court. 

Your Receiver asks that he may be fully discharged as of date of 
December 28, 1907, and his bondsmen released.

AMERICAN WRITING MAKING CHANGES. 


To Centralize Its Power Plants, Thereby Making a Big Saving 
—Preparing for New Mill—The Company Considering 
the Use of Electricity—Prospect of the Changes. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoke, Mass., January 27, 1908—Various plans are being 
considered by the American Writing Paper Company for the cut- 
ting down of expenses in the practical operation of its several 
divisions in this city, and in addition to the contemplated new 
mill, the foundations for the headgates of which have been laid 
some time, the company is now considering the erection of a steam 
plant of sufficient size to furnish the necessary steam to several 
of its mills that are grouped closely together. It is possible that 
when the plans have been fully considered a larger number of 
mills may be served by the proposed plant than now thought ad- 
visable. 

There has been no definite official statement made as yet con- 
cerning the proposed new steam plant, but the suggestion has met 
with so much favor on the part of the company that sketches have 
been prepared whereby a plant of sufficient size for the needs of 
at least three divisions could be erected on land owned by the 
company and operated at a considerable saving over the present 
steam plants in the mills. It is stated unofficially to be the policy 
of the company to adopt the most improved and modern methods 
in the operation of its mills, and to consolidate the prime power 
factors in divisions near each other, as fast as the present plants 
outlive their usefulness; but it is also said to be the policy of the 
company not to discard good pieces of machinery or parts of 
plants, but to delay casting them away until such time as they 
would of necessity have to be replaced by new apparatus. 

It is said to be along this line of policy that the proposed steam 
plant is being discussed, as it is believed that from a central 
boiler plant steam can be generated and trasmitted to various 
mills, not too remote, at much less expense than the same mills 
can be served by the independent plants as at present. 

While no statement has been made by the company to this 
effect it is within reasonable possibilities that the Holyoke mills 
may consider favorably the use of electric motors, as some other 
companies have done, for driving the machinery, when the present 
steam engines and long lines of shafting wear out. The adoption 
of electricity is said to have proven financially. beneficial in some 
mills that have been recently built, but the scheme of rebuilding 
to a considerable extent the machinery of the divisions is a sub- 
ject upon which the company has not publicly committed itself.

Connecticut River Navigation Company Formed. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoxe, Mass., January 27, 1908—It is announced in Spring- 
field that a company has been organized under the laws of Mas- 
sachusetts with headquarters at Tomsonville, Conn., under the 
title of the Springfield Navigation Company. The present capital 
is placed at $5,000 and a statement is made that this will be in- 
creased from time to time as necessary. The purposes of the 
company are said to be the opening of navigation on the Con- 
necticut River between Hartford, Windsor Locks, Thompsonville 
and Springfield, and it is said that if the proper-sized boats can 
be arranged for that some freight will be brought ‘up the river to 
Holyoke 

The Springfield Navigation Society is busy in maters pertaining 
to the opening of the river by the Government, and while the 
statement has not been given credence it has been intimated that 
owing to the fact that there were no attempts being made to 
operate any kinds of boats on the river except occasionally and for 





various pleasure purposes, the officials who have been in charge of 
all the investigations made by the Government have arrived at 
practically the same conclusions—that the expense of opening the 
river would be more than any saving ,n freight rates would 
warrant and that when the total cost of ‘transportation and cart- 
age of freight coming into Holyoke by boat was figured there 
would not be a great balance in favor of boat freight. The 
mills of Holyoke are much more favorably situated than 
manufactories in Springfield or neighboring cities on account of 
the branch tracks that run from the Boston & Maine Railroad 
and the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad to nearly 
every plant in the city. There is yet much active work to be done 
on the part of the Navagation Society before the river is opened 
to any but the smaller craft, but the organization of the new com- 
pany is believed by many to be the revival of river navigation as far 
north as Springfield at least. Ferry.

Ontario’s Export of Pulp Wood. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, January 27, 1908.—It has been usual to assume 
that the amount of pulp wood exported from Ontario was small be- 
cause the Ontario Government did not permit the export of wood 
cut on Crown lands until it had been manufactured into pulp, This 
is true in comparison with Quebec, but in the aggregate a large 
amount of wood is cut on settlers’ lands and is available for ex- 
port. A local authority writing to the Temiskaming Herald esti- 
mates that 30,000 cords will this winter be taken out along the line 
of the Ontario Government Railway running north from North Bay 
through the Temiskaming country. For some years the price was 
$2.75, and later $3.25; but now competition from United States 
buyers, along with the Canadian mills, has sent prices up to $5 per 
cord for rough spruce cut in 4 foot Jengths, and with a minimum 
size of 4 inches. Hundreds of cords are now piled along the line 
of the railway, and at this season of the year form the staple freight 
moving south on the line. Among the new mills purchasing in this 
district this se.son he mentions the Hammermill Paper Company, 
of Erie, Pa.. and the Michigan Sulphite Fibre Company, of Port 
Huron, Mich. is

He is also presi- 
dent of the Dominion Copper Company, which is a reorganization 
of the Montreal and Boston Consolidated Copper Mining Company, 
which obtained much notoriety a few years ago when the stock 
collapsed on the “curb.”

Encouraging Prospects for Spring Trade in Miami. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, January 27, 1908.—Ordinarily it might be said that 
midwinter conditions prevail in the paper trade, but the situation 
is a little unusual this year. It is familiar to all tradesmen, of 
course, but all are not experiencing the same commercial sensa- 
tions, so it might be news to state briefly the exact situation, 

Just at a time when stagnation would rule, in the usual course 
of business events, the Miami Valley finds business looking up, with 
prospects for the spring about as encouraging as could be expected 
under the circumstances. Instead of more mills shutting dowa or 
curtailing their production it is found that mills and subsidiary 
plants are beginning to run more regularly, while the machinery 
establishments are also preparing for a rush when business again 
opens up. 

It should not be imagined that the valley is overburdened with 
business, and while some jobbers and manufacturers frankly say 
that business is quiet, they believe it would be so irrespective of any 
dallying with the recent financial breeze. 

Some of the owners of paper bucket and box concerns in this 
city say that they have continued operations throughout the year 
despite the panic; that they are working on surplus stocks of all 
kinds, and are receiving a fair number of orders for future deliv- 
ery—some to be delivered six months hence. So far they have been 
able to get along nicely. The labor problem which nettled them 
some time ago has entirely disappeared, and the box and tablet men 
are able to secure all of the female help required, while there are 
also applications on hand from men in all walks of life. M. V. 


Toronto Trade Slow This Week.

Georgian Bay Canal of Interest to Paper Men. 
+ [FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, Canada, January 27, 1908.—The interim report of the 
chief engineer of the Georgian Bay Canal, which it is proposed 
to project from the Georgian Bay to Montreal, 440 miles, is of 
much interest to pulp and paper manufacturers. W. H. Rowley, 
president and manager of the E, B. Eddy Company, points out that 
pulp wood now shipped by rail from the Nipissing district at the 
cost of $3 and up could be sent to the mills much cheaper by the 


proposed waterway. “The economy by water transportation,” said 
Mr. Rowley, “is no longer questioned, and it is well known that 
the rate per ton per mile will be about one-sixth of the lowest rate 
by rail. The Georgian Bay Canal route is 600 miles shorter than 
the passage through the Welland and St. 
fying a saving of time of three days.” 
The official report states that the 
French River to North Bay, 81 would be $13,500,000. The 
plan contemplates a ship canal 22 feet deep. The engineer reports 
that 806 miles would be saved by the new route in preference to 
the New York route in shipping from Fort William to Liverpool. 
The improvement to water power would also, says the engineer, be

CONDITIONS IN FRISCO IMPROVED. 


The Sale of Paper Is Better Than It Was a’Month Ago—Col- 
lections Are Still Rather Slow—Rail Shipments From the 
East Arrive in Bad Condition—News of the Coast Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 
SAN Francisco, January 22, 1908.—Out of the worst financial 
crisis in the history of the Pacific Coast, following within less 


than two vears the great fire, San Francisco has emerged with 


undaunted courage, and its position is now stronger than ever. 
Ihe national banks and savings banks are in fine condition, 
but are still conservative about making large loans, except for 
the regular business enterprises of the Coast. A great deal of 


money would be borrowed and good real estate security furnished 
could be obtained in the East or elsewhere for 
Much rebuilding is still under way, limited 
There have

proving. Although some of the newer printing houses have been 


embarrassed on account of the falling off in business and difficulty

in securing credit for paper and supplies, those that have sufficient 
capital to carry on business will be in much better shape in a few 
months, on the principle of the “survival of the fittest.” Some of 
the paper dealers would not be sorry if present conditions should 
weed out a lot of the incompetents in the printing trade. 


Most of the local jobbers have pretty good Stocks of paper on 


hand, and are rather disposed to curtail their orders until the 


improvement in business becomes more decided. It is safe to 
say that the paper business in general is better than a month ago. 
Collections are rather slow, but not more so than they have been 
for the past three months. The big drop in the cost of cotton 
twine has had its effect here, and these goods are selling for 2 
cents a pound less than they were quoted six weeks ago. 
There has been a good deal of complaint of late that 
shipments of paper from the East have arrived here in very bad 
Packages have been broken open and goods mixed 
up to an aggravating extent. It is possible that some of the 
damage was caused by the railroads transferring freight from 
one car to another unnecessarily, together with careless handling. 
Some paper dealers report an improvement in the condition of 


rail

paper consignments arriving via the Isthmus of Tehuantepec and 
the American-Hawaiian Steamship Company’s steamers. 

\ new paper mill is projected at Oregon City, which is the 
pioneer town of modern wood pulp mills on this Coast. W. P. 
Hawley, who was formerly connected with the management of 
the Crown-Columbia Pulp and Paper Company, is the promoter, 
and Portland capitalists are said to be backing him to a certain 
extent. It is learned that William M. Ladd and T. B. Wilcox, of 
the Portland Flouring Mills Company, offered to sell their old 
mill property to the projectors of the new concern on a basis of 
taking stock for one-half of the purchasé price. It is proposed to 
capitalize a company at $500,000 or more, and install machinery 
on the east bank of the Willamette River in a plant which will 
give employment to at least 300 persons. 

Oregon City advices, which are not absolutely official, give the 
following details regarding the new enterprise: A deal has been 
closed by W. P. Hawley and his Portland associates for the pur- 
chase of the properties of the Portland Flouring Mills Company, 
embracing the Imperial Mills, at the basin, and the old brick mill 
a block north of the Oregon City Manufacturing Company’s 
woolen There has also been acquired Station A, an old 
electric power house in the basin. These holdings will be utilized 
for a pulp and paper mill, and construction will commence this

He began work when very was for a time 
machine tender in the old California Paper Company’s plant at 
Stockton, working under John Lewthwaite, the present superin- 
tendent of the Willamette Pulp and Paper Company. Mr. Haw- 
ley went from Stockton to Watertown, N. Y., as superintendent 
of the Remington Paper Company, and in 1893 returned to the 
Coast to be superintendent of the Crown Paper Company’s new 
plant. In 1900 he went to California and built the large paper mill 
of the Floriston Pulp and Paper Company at Floriston. Two years 
later he became resident manager at Oregon City for the Crown 
Paper Company, which later absorbed the Camas Paper Mills. 
The name of the concern was changed to the Crown-Columbia 
Pulp and Paper Company. Over a year ago Mr, Hawley sold 
his stock and retired, being succeeded by A. J. Lewthwaite, who 
came to Portland from New York. 

The Willamette Pulp and Paper Company is again running its 
large mill at Oregon City at nearly its full capacity on news. 
The three large morning papers of San Francisco depend upon this 
plant for their supply of paper, and nearly all of the other large 
dailies of the Coast get their paper from the same source. The 
second Fourdrinier machine for the company’s new machine room 
was to have been installed in December, but the inability of the 
Eastern manufacturers to obtain enough materials last year de- 
layed the completion of the new machine, which will be of large 
size. It will probably be placed in commission about March 1. 
This company was short of pulp for a few weeks owing to a 
temporary scarcity of wood, but things have been on_a normal 
basis during the past month. Extensive experiments in reforest- 
ing tracts of land in the Willamette Valley, where belts had been 
cut, were commenced some years ago, and many young cotton- 
woods were set out, but it is yet too early to say how successful 
the results will be. 

The Lebanon Pulp and Paper Company, owned by the same 
interests as the Willamette Company, is running its large plant 
to supply a good demand for straw board and paper. There is a 
good supply of materials. 

The Pacific Coast Paper Company, J. H, Madlafferty manager, 
has a well assorted stock on hand in its new warehouse on Mis- 
sion street, and has been doing a rather conservative business" 
since the financial stringency developed on the Coast. 

Mr. Bloch, of the Crown-Columbia Paper Company, has re- 
turned to the San Francisco office after making an extended 
Eastern tour. The Crown-Columbia has almost completed its 
improvements and extensions at its mills in the North. The 
Oregon City mill is running on wrappings, with an output suffi- 
cient to supply the. improved demand for its products. The 
Camas mill is busy on news, prices having stiffened up. The 
Daily Oregonian, of Portland, and several other large news- 
papers of the Northwest use the paper from this mill. Several 
new buildings are about completed at Camas, adding greatly to 
the capacity and appearance of the plant.

The International Paper Company Has in Fee or in Timberland 
Limits a Total of 4,105,000.Acres—This Is an Increase 
of 1,255,000 Acres in a Little Over One Year. 


Under date of January 24 the Wall Street Journal prints the 
following news item from its Boston correspondent in regard to 
the timberlands of the International Paper Company: 

“The International Paper Company has in fee or in timberland 
limits a total of 4,105,000 acres of timberlands in the United 
States and Canada. This is an increase in a little over a year 
of 1,255,000 acres, or 44 per cent., the greatest fourteen months’ 
expansion in the history of the company. Of this 1,255,000 acres 
1,100,000 timberland limits, which amounts, 
practically speaking, to the purchase of the standing timber with- 
out acquiring title to the land itself. 

“The following comparison will give a good idea of the tre- 
mendous increase in its source of raw materials which the Inter-

“In the two years and a half from July, 1903, to November, 1906, 
the company increased its timberlands by 210,000 acres, or 8 per 
cent., while in fourteen months since that time it has increased 
them over 44 per cent. 

“The International Paper Company must have a substantial con- 
cealed equity in its timberlands entirely unrepresented in the ac- 
counts of the company. 

“Few classes of real property have shown so great an increase 
in value in a few years as standing timber. ‘Conservative authori- 
ties place this increase at not less than 200 per cent. in the last 
five years. The book value of timberlands owned by the Inter- 
national company in 1903 was $1.50 per acre,, and at present is 
about $1, an actual decrease in five years of 50 per cent. Assum- 
ing that the increase in value of the company’s lands since 1903 
has been but 100 per cent. and accepting. the book value of $1.50 
per acre shown in the 1903 balance sheet as a basis for calculation, 
it seems eminently fair to take $3 per acre as a conservative valu- 
at present.

One 
pertains to the public utility bill introduced by Representative 
Shuler, of this county, and the other regulates the power of the 
Railroad Commission and was introduced by Representative Cham- 
berlain, also of this county. Those gentlemen, together with the 
other representatives from this county and district, held a meet- 
ing Saturday afternoon here to discuss the various phases of the 
measures. 

Members of. the legislative committee of the Dayton Shippers’ 
and Receivers’ Association met with the legislators Tuesday night 
of this week, and the provisions of the bill which is designed to aid 
the shippers and make the “railroads come to time” in the regula- 
tion of rates and the adjustment of claims were discussed pro and 
con, One of the local railway lines is alleged to have discrim- 
inated in Dayton and action against it is threatened.

Mt. Vernon Straw Board Company Orders Another Machine. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Javuary 27, 1908.—The Mt. Vernon Straw Board 
Company, of Mt. Vernon, Ind. (“down near Evansville”), has 
placed an order with the Beloit Iron Works for a three-cylinder 
paper machine and will install same in the early spring. The 
present machine room is sufficiently large to accommodate this 
addition to the equipment, and the plant, when fully completed, 
will present a pleasing example of the modern straw board mill. 
The machine now in operation carries forty dryers, and runs a 
sheet 84 inches wide.

This width has been 
determined by the orders the mill largely runs upon, and which 
it will now be able to make to the best advantage. 

For the making of straw paper many advantages lie with the 
Mt. Vernon mill because of its location. Indiana is a great wheat 
producing State, and straw in abundance is available in the im- 
mediate vicinity of this mill. Large quantities of straw are hauled 
to the mill from neighboring farms and brought by barges across 
the Ohio River from Kentucky, and naturally the cost is below 
that of shipped in in bales. Also fuel is cheap, and coal 
from the nearby Indiana and Kentucky mines is delivered to the 
mill at figures that would open the eyes of the paper makers of 
some States.

The plant has a boiler capacity of 1,500 horse power, 
and an equipment of Rooney stokers, which greatly economize the 
fuel consumption, has recently been installed. 

R. A. Austin, a well known man in the straw paper industry 
and formerly in business at Vincennes, Ind., is general superin- 
tendent and local manager of the mill.

OBITUARY. 


Henry StvurcGis, 
Darton, Mass., January 27, 1908 





Henry Sturgis, one of the old- 
est paper makers of Berkshire County, died on Thursday of last 
week, at the age of eighty-seven years, He was born in Lee, May 5, 
1820, a son of Thomas Sturgis, who was a pioneer in paper mak- 
ing in western Massachusetts. He worked in various mills, enter- 
ing the employ of Byron Weston, a Lieutenant Governor of Mas- 
sachusetts, in 1864, and for thirty-four years he was employed in 
the Weston mills. His wife survives him 
Frank L. ConNnarp. 

Frank L. Connard, second vice-president of the Reading Paper 
Mills, of Reading, Pa., died suddenly in Philadelphia on Tuesday 
of last week. Mr. Connard had been operated on for appendicitis 
and failed to rally. 

The deceased was thirty-nine years of age. He was born in 
Reading, Pa., and educated at Cornell University as a mechanical 
engineer. After graduation he followed his profession. In 1898 
when the Spanish War broke out Mr. Connard enlisted in the ser- 
vice as a machinist in the navy. After the war he devoted all his 
time to his business. Besides his connection with the Reading 
Paper Mills the deceased was a director in a number of banks, 
trust companies and traction companies.

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TO TURN OVER BARGE CANAL TO THE U. S. 


The New York State Superintendent of Public Works Has Rec- 
ommended That the Barge Canal Be Turned Over to the U. S. 
Government—Paper Mill Men Disturbed Over the Matter. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Futon, N. Y., January 27, 1908.—The barge canal, always a 
subject of great interest to the mill owners of the Oswego River 
watershed, has suddenly become the all-absorbing topic of dis- 
cussion. The State Superintendent of Public Works has recom- 
mended that all work now in progress along the line of the 1,000 
ton barge canal be suspended, and that the State abandon the 
project. He advocates a canal built by the United States Govern- 
ment, and of increased size, viz., a ship canal of sufficient capacity 
to accommodate 8,000 ton boats, and he estimates the cost of this 
at $198,000,000. 

Promptly following the publication of his report, a bill was in- 
troduced in the State Legislature providing for the immediate 
cessation of all canal work and the appointment of a committee 
of six to investigate the situation and recommend future action. 

The line of the 1,000 ton barge canal passes directly through 
Fulton, and at this point considerable work has been performed 
by the contractors in excavating and in building concrete walls. 
For nearly eighteen months the Fulton Contracting Company has 
been engaged on the work, and the mill oWners have looked 
forward impatiently to the completion of the contract, which, it is 
estimated, will require about four years more to finish. At the 
upper dam 6 feet additional head of water was to be provided 
by a corresponding raise to the dam, while the lower dam was 
to be raised 3% feet, and the tailrace on the east side of the 
river deepened and widened. At Battle Island the present dam 
was to be removed and a new dam of considerably greater height 
built somewhat to the north of the present location. At Phoenix 
also the dam was to be raised and considerable dredging and ex- 
cavation done. Thus every paper mill was to be benefited by the 
changes, and the Oswego River would become one of the great 
power producing.streams of the country. 

Any changes from the plans which have been so carefully worked 
out to produce the greatest good to the greatest number would 
involve tedious delay and argument and possible litigation, and the 
mill owners are thoroughly aroused by the recommendations of the 
Superintendent of Public Works, and will bitterly oppose them. 


To stop the canal work in Fulton at its present stage would 
seriously damage the paper mills. All the mills on the lower dam 
are suffering from backwater on their wheels caused by the coffer 
dam that protects the contractors’ job in the river bed. The 
Volney and Victoria paper mills have suffered greatly from this, 
and at times the water has covered the basement floors of both 
these plants. The west side mills have not as yet been so seriously 
affected, but with higher water in the spring, and the current 
carried toward the west bank around the cofferdam, the backwater 
in the tail race that leads from the Eureka, Fulton and Granby 
Paper Company’s wheels will be considerable, and the mills will 
experience a great loss of power. 

An unsightly condition exists at the present time at both dams. 
Great quantities of rock and dirt have been blasted out and hauled 
to the spoiling grounds, and the property owners shudder when 
they imagine this state of things remaining until the ponderous 
machinery of a national government shall be perfected and the 
canal work taken up by it for completion. Instead of the work 
being delayed or the plans changed, the milling interests are ardent- 
ly in favor of the early completion of the work now in progress. 
They realize that the changes proposed by the State Superintendent 
of Public Works mean years of delay, and they feel that “delays

Bookbinders at Holyoke Seeking Reinstatement. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Hotyoxe, Mass., January 27, 1908.—It has been reported in this 
city during the past week that some few of the old employees of the 
National Blank Book Company were returning to work and that 
additional men would be set at work by the company as soon as 
possible. In connection with the whole strike situation Frank B. 
Towne, treasurer of the company, has made the following state- 
ment: “We have had twenty or twenty-five unconditional applica- 
tions for their old jobs from that number of striking bookbinders, 
who left their employment several months ago, and we have put 
about a dozen of them to work, as many as we could find places 
for now. There are still a few vacancies in sight which we will 
fill soon. This is the exact situation, and there is no more to say 
on the matter, as far as the National Blank Book Company is 
concerned, beyond that we find no difficulty whatever in conduct- 
ing our plant, nor are we hampered in any way today in ex- 
peditious turnout of the product wanted.” 

It is stated that a few at least of the former members of the 
local Bookbinders’ Union, having been unable to secure perma- 
nent employment or to see any way to effect a settlement of the 
differences with the National Blank Book Company, have with- 
drawn from the union and returned to their work with the com- 
pany. It is stated on what appears to be good authority that 
eventually the union will be compelled by force of circumstances 
to either disband or declare the strike off, but officials of the 
union deny that there is at present any intention of compromising 
further with the company, and the statement is also made that the 
men who have returned to work for the company have lost their 
membership in the union, and it is also said unofficially that mem- 
bers of the union who enter non-union works must be dropped 
from membership in the local union under its charter

Side Lights on Public Printer Contracts Bidding. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Wasuincton, D. C., January 27, 1908—The occasion of the 
opening of the proposals for the supplying of paper for the Govern- 
ment Printing Office is always an interesting event, watched closely 
by representatives from some of the largest manufacturers and 
dealers in the country. This is not to be wondered at, when it is 
remembered that this office uses daily, the year around, not less 
than 4o tons of paper. It is estimated that, in all, some 550 differ- 
ent varieties of paper are kept on hand at all times; not only is the 
first floor of the old building, but the basement of the new build- 
ing is also used for the storage of large quantities of the paper, 
large flat packages and rolls predominating. 

The opening of the present proposals on Thursday of last week 
was the occasion for several important comments and criticisms 
at the hands of members of the committee; and it does seem pass- 
ing strange that after all these years old bidders will forget some 
important detail called for by the proposals, and not merely men- 
tioned; but when the Government, through the Public Printer, 
takes occasion to call further attention matters the 
insertion of colored slips of paper, inserted in the. proposals, then 


to such by 
it does seem, as one member of the committee remarked, that the 
neglect is unpardonable, and that the bid of the offender should 
be thrown out, and, almost without an exception, it is the old 
bidder who offends in these acts of omission, 

A ripple of excitement passed over all present when the com- 
mittee, to a man, took occasion to jump on the Public Printer for 
the way in which the proposals were drawn up as to the require- 
ments for Lots 148, 149 and 150, in which as many as eight differ- 
ent patterns are submitted with the proposals for the bidder to 
estimate on. As there is a very wide range of price between the 
first and last of these eight grades, it was thought that it would 
be better to call for separate bids on the various qualities desired, 
as in requiring the bidder to make a flat bid, He must do one of 
two things; he must either bid up to the highest quality and priced 
paper, and, in the event that the Public Printer should see fit to 
call for the lowest grade, then he would stand to make an un- 
reasonably large profit, or if he should make a bid on what would 
be considered to be the average price on all grades, and the Public 
Printer would see fit to order all of the more expensive grades, 
then the bidder would stand to lose. Considerable time was taken 
up in the consideration of this phase of the matter, and that it 
was appreciated beforehand by the bidders will be recognized when 
the itemized bids are considered, as they were submitted by three 
of the bidders on these particular items. 

In a footnote to the Supplement which accompanied last week's 
issue of THe Paper Trape JourNnat the statement was made that 
the bid of Louis Dejonge & Co., of New York, which was rejected, 
was opened at the General Post Office instead of at the Government 
Printing Office. The mistake was due to the fact the initials

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The Parent Trust—The Associated Press. 


The American Newspaper Publishers’ Association has petitioned 
President Roosevelt for relief from the so-called oppressive “Paper 
Trust.” By the repeal of duties and by prosecution of paper manu- 
facturing companies this relief is supposed to be forthcoming. 

As those seeking justice should come to the bar with clean 
hands, the newspapers of the country should first purge themselves 
of their alliance with the most complete and most powerful trust 
in the country today. We refer to the Associated Press, 

Tue Paper Trape JourNat respectfully calls the attention of 
Congress and the United States Attorney General to the organiza- 
tion and methods of the Associated Press. 

This trust controls the news-gathering facilities of the world, 
and with the exception of the New York Sun and a few other 
papers it has the press of the country at its mercy—the fear of 
the withdrawal of its news service being all-powerful in intimi- 
dating the publishers, whose existence depends on the possession 
of an “A. P.” franchise 

Declared an illegal monopoly in Illinois, in the suit of the Inter 
Ocean, the Associated Press sought refuge under one of the laws 
of New York, which law, the Social Club Act, covers a multitude 
of sins—the fact of incorporation under it being a barrier against 
the police 

The mighty Associated Press is therefore—as far as its corpo- 


rate existence is concerned—in the same category as the so-called 
“social” and “literary” societies which abound in New York State. 


The Raines liquor law was the father of most of these clubs. 





But the supposed haven under the laws of New York does not 
afford absolute protection to the Associated Press, the legality of 
the hasty incorporation under the above act being declared illegal 
by no less an authority than William B. Hornblower, of New 
York, the one-time nominee for a seat on the United States Su- 
preme Court bench. Notwithstanding this opinion, the Asso- 
ciated Press (as a mutual club) continues to gather and sell news 
at a big profit to its stockholders (not to its clients). The mutual 
feature of its charter evidently does not include profit-sharing with 
its clients. 

The history of the Associated Press is one of wreckage, wrought 
by the most brutal trust methods. A partial list of its victims 
includes the United Press, the Southern Press Association, the 
New England Associated Press, the New York Associated Press 
and the countless minor organizations that were dependent on these 
associations. 

The present Associated Press of Illinois is the corporate suc- 
cessor of the Western Associated Press, the dominating minds 
in the Western having discarded its Michigan charter for on 
better suited to their purposes. 

The first news-gathering agency in America was the New York 
Associated Press, which was organized or founded about 1840. 
It was in substance an agreement entered into by a few New 
York papers to turn over routine news matter to a central agent, 
who should distribute this news to the papers in the pool. As 
papers in northern New York and in the Middle West grew in 
number and obtained this service the New York Associated Press 
after a few years found itself serving a great many papers. 

Next to the New York in point of time came the Western As- 
sociated Press, which was incorporated in 1865. After the or- 
ganization of the Western, news-gathering associations sprang up 
all over the country. 

Before the Associated Press began its career each section of the 
country had its press association, the United Press being the only 
national organization acting as a medium between most of the 
sectional associations. All these have, however, been “gobbled” by 
the Associated Press. By what means and methods we shall see 
later on. 

The victims of the Associated Press dare not put in type the 
story of the relentless war that was waged upon them by the news 
octopus, because they know too well the consequences. The pub- 
lishers of these papers, however, hammer the. real and alleged 
commodity trusts with a 50-pound sledge, but when it comes to 
printing anything about the trust that owns them the fear of ruin 
makes them pause. 

The first record of trust methods made by the men now in 
control of the Associated Press was when these men, then in 
control of the Western Associated Press, refused to renew the 
latter’s contract with the New York Associated Press. This was 
the entering wedge intended to weaken the United Press. From 
this beginning the Associated Press proceeded till it disrupted and 
finally gained control of nearly all the news-gathering facilities of 
this country. These, with its foreign connections, make the As- 
sociated Press master of the news of the world 

According to the testimony of numerous witnesses the service of 


the Associated Press is not free to any publisher applying for it, 
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and willing and able to pay for the same. The experience of W. 
R. Hearst, of New York, is a case in point. When the United 
Press went to pieces in 1897 Mr. Hearst could not secure the 
“A. P.” service for his morning paper because Mr. Pulitzer, of the 
World, objected. Mr. Hearst, not to be left in the lurch, paid, it 
is said, $196,000 to the late Collis Huntington for the Morning 
Advertiser, which had an “A. P.” franchise—and nothing else of 
value. There are other cases of the practical refusal of the 
monopoly to sell its service to those willing to pay for it, the 
case of the Star Publishing Company, formerly the Sayings Com- 
pany, of St. Louis, Mo., being among them. Here again the ser- 
vice was denied because of Mr. Pulitzer’s objection, and the Star 
Sayings Company went into the courts of Missouri and endeav- 
ored to break the monopoly and compel service—but in vain. A 
part of the Transcript of Record in this case covers 727 pages of 
printed matter, most of which testimony is an arraignment of the 
Associated Press. Extracts from this transcript are given below 

The case which resulted in the expulsion of the Associated 
Press from Illinois was due to the desire of the publisher of the 
Inter Ocean to improve his news service by taking that of the 
New York Sun, which he did. As taking reports from any 
newspaper or other press association was forbidden when such 
other sources had been put on the “unfair list” by a resolution 
of the board of directors—and in this case such a resolution had 
been passed—the Inter Ocean found its “A. P.” service cut off at 
midnight one Saturday night. The matter was taken to the courts 
and fought out to a finish, which in this case meant that the offi- 
cers of the Associated Press took a fast train for Albany, N. Y., 
where ‘they launched the “social club” incorporation. As a sort 
of anchor of safety the bylaw commanding clients to observe the 
“unfair list” and not take news from other sources, when so com- 
manded, was omitted from the papers filed at Albany. 

The power of the Associated Press is used in suppressing all 
news unfavorable to itself, not a word being sent out over its 
wires in regard to the Inter Ocean, the Star Publishing Company 
cases or any of the other suits. By its monopoly of the news 
distributing agencies it keeps the public in ignorance of its doings. 

Referring now to some of the court records in the suits against 
the news trust we make a few pertinent extracts from the testimony 
taken under oath in the case of the Star Publishing Company, of 
St. Louis, against the Associated Press, in the Supreme Court of 
Missouri. These extracts are illuminative of the methods and 
power of that organization. 

Extracts from the testimony of William M. Laffan, of the New 
York Sun, follow: 

Question—At about what time did the friendly relations between 
the Associated Press of Illinois and the United Press cease? 

Answer—There never were any friendly relations between them, 
unless you can describe such relations as friendly as those which 
exist between a gentleman who is having his pocket picked and 
the other party who is picking the pocket. 

Question—Can you state in a general way what, if any, means 


were taken by the Associated Press of Illinois to crush the United 
Press? : 

Answer—They proceeded to seduce our members and clients 
from us. They induced one of our directors to betray our busi- 
ness secrets to them. I specifically mean Joseph Pulitzer, who, 
while a director in the United Press, sought from me specific and 
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private information which, as a director, I could not refuse him 
had I wanted to, which I did not, and supplied that information 
to Melville E. Stone, the general manager of the Associated Press, 
he at that time having a secret agreement with Stone whereby he 
proposed to betray his associates in the United Press and leave 
them and join the enemy, the Associated Press. Various news- 
papers which were paying the United Press considerable sums of 
money for regular service of the news were induced by various 
misrepresentations and falsehoods on the part of the Associated 
Press of Illinois, through its president, Lawson, and its general 
manager, Stone, ‘to cease and discontinue their relations with the 
United Press. They believed these falsehoods and took instead 
the service of the Associated Press or became members of the 
Associated Press. Stone also, in his pursuit of the United Press 
and in his endeavors to destroy it as a news-gathering organiza- 
tion, went to one of its directors, Mr. James Gordon Bennett, in 
Paris, and as the result of that visit it became known to Mr. 
Bennett’s associates that he proposed to follow substantially in 
the footsteps of Mr. Pulitzer, and from that time on we were aware 
of a design to seduce away from us the Boston Herald. From 
various conferences had by me with Mr. John Holmes, the editor 
of that paper, I learned that the object sought to be attained was 
the disruption of the New England Associated Press, by taking 
away from it its cornerstone, which was the Boston Herald, 
whereby it would become impossible for the New England Asso- 
ciated Press to maintain its organization, failing which the United 
Press must necessarily be disrupted in its New York membership. 
That purpose was presently effected, the Boston Herald deserting 
the New York Associated Press and joining with the Associated 
Press of Illinois. Whereupon the Herald of New York, the 
Tribune, the Times and other newspapers abandoned the United 
Press and went over to the Associated Press of Illinois, making it 
necessary that the United should go into liquidation, which it 
proceeded to do by making an assignment to Frederick G. Mason. 
That is the story of it. 

Question—Do you recall the fact of Mr. Melville E. Stone going 
to Atlanta in the year 1895? 

Answer—Yes. 

Question—Do you know the purpose of his visit or what he did 
when he got there? 

Answer—In general terms he went there to break up the or 
ganization of the Southern Associated Press and capture any peo- 
ple that he could and take them into his organization. That was 
the understanding we had about it 

Question—What was the effect of the breaking up of the New

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THE PARENT TRUST—THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 


(Continued from page 35.) 
England Press by the withdrawal of the Boston Herald upon the 
United Press? 

Answer—The withdrawal of the Boston Herald disrupted first 
the New England Associated Press and forced its members and 
clients to make. the best terms they could with the Associated 
Press of Illinois for a continued news service. It afforded the 
necessary ground, or pretext, or excuse to Mr. James Gordon 
Bennett to carry out his purpose of scuttling the United Press and 
getting out of it, all of which he accomplished. Mr. Whitelaw Reid 
simultaneously got into the Associated Press of Illinois and left the 
United Press and its clients, and various newspapers that were de- 
pendent upon it for their existence, to sink. It made an assign- 
ment the next day, which was a Monday, and I would say the oth 
of April, perhaps, and it continued to serve its newspapers, such as 
were left, for one week in the hands of the assignee, I believe by 
permission of the court, which sanctioned his acting as such. , Then 
it closed its doors and there was no longer any United Press nor 
any news service. 

Question—State whether or not the Associated Press of Illinois 
has ever declared the New York Sun antagonistic to it? 

Answer—lIt has done so. 

Question—W ill you state what you know about that matter? 

Answer—The Associated Press of Illinois is constituted for ob- 
vious purposes, according to its articles of incorporation; byt one 
of its principal functions in life, next to gathering the news and 
selling the news, is to destroy the New York Sun, to prevent the 
Sun from getting any news, and if it gets any to prevent it from 
selling it to anybody. The Sun is permitted, apparently, to give 
news away, because the Sun is not interfered with in supplying its 
news service to the San Francisco Chronicle; but wherever a news- 
paper has tried to get the Sun’s news and pay cash for it, then the 
Associated Press has held out the antagonistic provision and has 
threatened that paper with the penalties provided in the bylaws, 
which are suspension and fine—suspension from the news service 
and a fine of not more than $1,000. They have also given direc- 
tions to every newspaper on their list that they supply news to, as 
a member or client, that no person representing the New York 
Sun, or in any way connected with it, shall be given admission to 
the building in which they make their newspaper. * * * It is a 
boycott; an essential element in the Associated Press of Illinois for 
the destruction of the New York Sun. They have driven the Sun's 
service out of every newspaper in the United States that had been 
in the habit of taking it and paying for it, with a single exception, 
that being the Inter Ocean, of Chicago, which has sought protec- 
tion in the courts * * *. 

Question—State whether or not the New York Sun is the only 
source through which newspaper publishers in the United States 
can receive their foreign or Old World news, outside of the Asso- 
ciated Press of Illinois? 

Answer—lt is. 

Question—Mr, Laffan, you have said in substance that the pur- 
pose of the members of the Western Associated Press in abandon- 
ing that organization and forming the Associated Press of Illinois 
was to get a more perfect form of organization for purposes of 
manipulation. Will you make yourself a little clearer on that? 

Answer—Well, if you wish me to reply to that—the old organi- 
zation Had a meeting when one was necessary; it was generally 
believed to be necessary once a year, and when it got dissatisfied 
with anything it took things into its own hands and showed a 
very distinct disposition to run things. In order to get it into 
the modern corporate form, where the stockholders would have 
nothing to say about it and two or three men could run it, it was 
necessary to make the institution conform with improved notions, 
and that was the reason why the State of Illinois was sought and 
tiie present concern organized there. It is a purely co-operative 
institution in which every member has as good a right as any 
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other member and an equal voice in the management; but after 
they got the board of directors in, that equal voice and equal 
rights becomes slightly attenuated and visionary, and there is one 
voice only in the management, and that is of the three, the presi- 
dent, the vice president and the assistant functionary from St. 
Paul, Mr. Driscoll, and no stockholder has anything more to say in 
the management of the Associated Press of Illinois than I have. 
This is the situation. I think it is perfectly clear, and I don’t 
think there is any illusion in any man’s mind out there as to the 
truth of it. 

The trust organization and ‘the trust methods of the Asso- 
ciated Press can be seen from the above. 


Turning to the testimony of Charles W. Knapp, of the St, Louis 
Republic, in the Star Publishing Company, of the same city, we 
find further evidence of trust methods. In answer to the question 
whether it was not a fact that the St. Louis Star was not ad- 
mitted because the Post-Dispatch, published by the Pulitzer Pub- 
lishing Company, and as member of the local board, objected to the 
admission of the St. Louis Star, Mr. Knapp said: “My under- 
standing is the St. Louis Post-Dispatch has at no time consented 
to the admission of the St. Louis Star as a member of the Asso- 
ciated Press, and without its consent it could not be admitted as 
such member, under the bylaws of the Associated Press.” 

The case of the St. Louis Star is another illustration of the fact 
the Associated Press does not deal in something intended for 
public sale. 

In view of the foregoing we submit that the methods of the 
Associated Press are in restraint of trade, and that the President 
of the United States and Congress would be doing something worth 
while if they should adopt some measures to unfetter the press of 
the country of the news-gathering monopoly known as the Asso- 
ciated Press, which is today the most dangerous of all trusts, as 
it is the greatest menace to a free press—the bulwark of demo- 


cratic government. 


Now Facing a Plethora of Money. 

That business curtailment is still in progress, says the Wall 
Street Journal, that prices in many lines are being readjusted to a 
lessened demand, that thousands of freight cars are idle, are all 
facts that cannot be controverted, but conditions which were the 
fundamental cause of the situation, as now witnessed, are gradually 
improving, and consequently a basis exists for the belief, or hope; 
that the worst of the depression has been seen. 

The most encouraging feature is the steady inflow of money 
into the circulating channels the world over. Every indication 
is that we are facing a plethora of money. This will enable 
corporate interests, as well as individual interests, to obtain credit, 
and the lack of credit has been the chief restrictive force in busi- 
ness circles. 

It is not expected nor desired that general trade should more 
than moderately improve until some idea can be obtained as to the 
agricultural outlook, and until a clearer’ understanding can be 
had regarding the political situation. ‘But there are reasons to 
believe that actual liquidation has very nearly, if not quite, run 
its course in the industrial world as well as in financial circles, 
and that the next change, when it develops, will be for the better. 
The open winter has been presumably an adverse factor in some 


departments of trade, while others have profited.

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CEMENT MAKERS FORM AN ASSOCIATION. 


Association of Licensed Cement Manufacturers Represents Near- 
ly 70 Per Cent. of the Entire Portland Cement Output of 
the United States—Will Grant Licenses 


The Association of Licensed Cement Manufacturers was organ- 
ized in New York on January 9 by the North American Portland 
Cement Company, the Atlas, Alpha, American, Lehigh, Lawrence 
and Vulcanite Portland cement companies, and other important com- 
panies in the East and West, including the Dexter, Edison, Naza- 
reth, Pennsylvania, Penn-Allen and Catskill, all of which have se- 
cured licenses under the Hurry and Seaman, Edison, Carpenter, 
and other patents controlled by the North American Company. 
Other applications for membership have been presented and are 
under consideration. The officers of the association are A. F. Ger- 
stell, vice president and general manager of the Alpha Portland 
Cement Company, president; Conrad Miller, president of the Dex- 
ter Portland Cement Company, vice president, and Alfonso be Na- 
varro, vice president of the Atlas Portland Cement Company, secre- 
tary and general manager. 

The purposes of the association include the general betterment 
of the mechanical and chemical processes used in making cement, 
the improvement of the quality of cement, dealing with matters of 
traffic and shipment and the establishment of an association labora- 


tory for technical tests and experiments, It is, understood that all 


existing and properly equipped cement plants will be granted li- 
censes and admitted to membership. Infringers of the patents 
above referred to will be rigorously prosecuted. 

Nearly 70 per cent. of the output of the Portland cement industry 
in this country is already represented by the association, this being 
double the annual production in Great Britain, the pioneer Portland 
cement manufacturing country, equal to the combined output of 
England and France, and in excess of that of Germany. 

In the "80s a few farsighted American manufacturers undertook 
to manufacture Portland cement on a large scale, employing the 
vertical or bottle kiln method then in use in Europe. This method 
was so obviously imperfect mechanically, however, that the growth 
of the industry was very slow. In 1890 the production of Portland 
cement in the United States was less than 400,000 barrels, nearly all 
of the cement consumed in this country, about 2,500,000 barrels, 
being imported. 

Some manufacturers then experimented with and adopted the 
inclined rotary kiln—a long rotating firebrick lined cylinder set at 
a slight angle from the horizontal, into the upper end of which was 
fed the powdered raw material, which was gradually worked down 
to the lower end against a flame of oil, which calcined the material 
into clinker. But the high and fluctuating price of oil rendered this 
mechanically perfect method of doubtful commercial value. 

In 1895 and 1896, however, Hurry and Seaman, engineers of the 
Atlas Portland Cement Company, devised and put into successful 
use apparatus for burning pulverized coal in rotary kilns. Coal 
was cheap and plentiful, and the cement industry was quick to 
recognize its opportunity. The effect of the Hurry and Seaman in- 
vention was revolutionary. During the next few years the growth 
of the trade was phenomenal. Oil was abandoned as fuel and coal 
substituted. The old vertical kilns were dismantled and made over 
into rotary coal burning kilns. New plants went up like magic all 
over the country, all using rotary kilns and pulverized coal. 

In 1897 the production of Portland cement in the United States 
amounted to 2,677,000 barrels. Since then the development has 
been even more rapid, the output in 1900 amounting to more than 
8,000,000 barrels, and in 1906 exceeding 46,000,000 barrels. It is 
doubtful whether any other industry has shown so rapid a growth 
in this country. The Hurry and Seaman invention was introduced 
mto England and in other countries of Europe with equally re- 


markable results, vertical kilns being practically abandoned in 
favor of rotary kilns using coal, : 

Meanwhile, Hurry and Seaman obtained a patent on their 
invention and the Atlas company undertook to assert their rights 
thereunder. For years the industry resjsted, until finally a test 
suit was brought to a hearing, before the United States Court at 
Scranton, Pa., in 1906, with the Alpha Portland Cement Com- 
pany as defendant. Testimony had been taken in all parts of 
this country and in Europe, the most noted cement experts and 
manufacturers acting as witnesses. Six years were spent in 
preparation for the suit. When the case was argued officers and 
attorneys of the leading cement companies crowded the 


room. 


court 


The case was not allowed to go to judgment, however, as im- 
mediately after the hearing a number of the most important 
companies of the Lehigh region, including the defendant, came to 
terms by agreeing to take out licenses recognizing the Hurry and 
Seaman patent and to pay substantial royalty. 

The North American Portland Cement Company was organ- 
ized in the latter part of 1906, with a capita! stock of $10,000,000, 
having among its purposes the taking over from the Atlas com- 
pany of the Hurry and Seaman and other patents and the licensing 
thereunder of Portland cement manufacturers. During the past 
year the North Americay Company has been extremely active in 
prosecuting infringers of its patents and in acquiring other pat- 
ents for the protection of its licensees. 

Another marked advance in the cement industry was due to 


Thomas E. Edison, who devised new burning kilns, together 
with several unique methods of fuel consumption. In particular, 
he designed and had patented a rotary kiln 150 feet long, and 
7 to 8 feet in diameter, having a daily capacity of from 700 to 
1,000 barrels of cement. Until that time the largest kilns in use 
were 60 to 80 feet long, 5 and 6 feet in diameter, with a capacity 
of but 200 barrels a day. 

Edison’s long kiln was universally ridiculed by the older manu- 
facturers. But its soon proved criticism to be 
unwarranted. aware of its cement manu- 


facturers proceeded to avail themselves of the long kiln—with- 
out Mr, Edison’s consent. More than one-half of the Portland 


cement now made in this country is produced in kilns of the 
Edison type. Old plants are lengthening their kilns wherever 
practicable, and no wideawake manufacturer building a cement 
plant today could afford to install kilns other than 100 feet 
in length and upward. 

The adoption of the long kiln by the Portland cement in- 
dustry in general, and the consequent infringement of the ex- 
clusive patents held by Edison covering it, proved to be a fertile 
source of litigation which was only recently terminated by the 
acquisition by the North American Company of the patents for 
long kilns, burners and similar apparatus owned by Mr. Edison. 

The Association of Licensed Cement Manufacturers, with its 
facilities for tests and experiments, it$ investigation of mechan- 
ical and chemical problems, its establishment of standards of 
quality, and its assistance in obtaining proper shipping facilities 
and rates, is expected to be of great benefit to its members.

FOREIGN NOTES. 


Big Paper Mill Proposed in Finland. 

It is stated that Messrs. Ahlstrom Brothers, of Bjérneberg, 
Finland, contemplate the erection during the present year of a 
paper mill with five machines. Plans are said to be ready. 

Another New Swedish Pulp and Paper Miil. 

The Hyltebruk Company was formed in December last at Halm- 
stad, Sweden, for the production of sulphite pulp and paper. The 
capital is equal to $224,000, with power of increase to three times 
that amount. 


No French Export Duty on Rags. 

The Customs Commission of the French Chamber of Deputies 
has presented its report on the proposal to impose an export duty 
on rags and certain other articles. The report is distinctly adverse 
to the imposition of such a duty. 

Finnish Paper Mills Reducing Production. : 

Three of the largest Finnish paper factories are said to have 
lately reduced their production by 30 per cent. The reason as- 
signed for this step is the reduced demand from Russia, as well 
as from other markets, for cellulose and paper. 

New Rowmanian Cellulose Factory. 

\ syndicate of Austrian and Hungarian capitalists has decided 
to build an extensive cellulose plant at Braija, Roumania. The 
company is said to be capitalized at a million crowns ($200,000), 
building operations being expected to commence during the ap- 
proaching spring. 

Swedish Paper Mill to Be Enlarged. 

The Hemsjé Kraft Paper Company, having acquired control of 
the Djunafors Paper Company, intends to enlarge and modernize 
the factory belonging to the latter, the utilization of a waterfall in 
the vicinity, representing 4,000 horse power, forming part of the 
plan of reconstruction. 

French Aluminum Paper Company Increases Capital. 

French reports speak of the French Aluminum Paper Company 
(operating the Wickel patents for making paper, piece goods and 
wall covering) having resolved to increase its capital from the 
equivalent of $200,000 to $400,000. It is contemplated to devote 
the new capital to extending the plant and developing the opera- 
tions of the company 

Planting Canadian Poplars in Italy. 


By a decree of November 2g last the Italian Government an- 
a series-of prizes for the planting of certain specified 
poplars.

Swiss Official Requirements for Paper. 

In view of the papers submitted to the Swiss Government for 
use in record books not having (except in one case) proved satis- 
factory, official requirements were lately specified. These include 

condition that the paper must be entirely of rags (linen, hemp 
and cotton fibres), and must not show more than 3 per cent. of 
The average extension must be at least 4 per cent. of the 
original length. It must also show resistance to crumpling, to the 
extent of degree No. 6 of the scale containing seven divisions. 


Functions of Wet Presses. 

\ writer in the Papier-Fabrikant urges the importance of keep- 
ing the rollers of wet presses in thorough order and of promptly 
remedying any inexactness in their adjustment. The economy of 
a press for expelling moisture depends on the press itself 
being in first-class order. Any irregularity would cause the arti- 
cle treated to be less dry in one place than in another, and when 
submitted to the action of heat a longer time is required for that

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eperation, meaning an increased expenditure of fuel. Blistered 
appearance, moreover, often results from irregularity in the wet 
pressing. 

New Paper Concern in Holland. 

In connection with the enlargement of the technical firm of 
Korschilgen, Selleger & Co., of Maestricht, Holland, by the admis- 
sion of Herr C. W. Hoyer, it is announced that a paper factory 
will be erected at Nymegen, under the management of the two 
junior partners, the senior partner taking the technical direction. 
The concern will be under the supervision of several important 
business men. It is understood that the equipment will be chiefly 
turnished by German manufacturers. Messrs. Korschilgen and 
Selleger are known as writers on fibres for making paper and on 
other subjects connected with the industry. 


New British Legislation Affecting Foreign Companies. 

The Companies’ Act of 1907, which goes into effect on July 1 
next, provides that joint stock companies and all other foreign 
companies of a corporate character having or who may open a 
branch in the United Kingdom within three months of the act 
going into effect, or within one month of the establishment of a 
branch, shall lodge with the proper officials a certified copy of 
their deed of incorporation, a certified translation being furnished 
when the deed is in a foreign language. It is further provided 
that a list of directors should be deposited, as well as the names 
and addresses of any representatives holding powers of attor- 
ney. Subsequent changes affecting the above matters are to 
be duly notified. . 

Such compames will have (in the same way as English com- 
panies) to furnish a copy of their annual balance sheets to the 
proper authorities. Foreign companies using the term “limited” 
will be obliged in every invitation to subscribe for shares or obli- 
gations to indicate the country where they are established. The 
latter information has to be clearly visible on their business prem- 
ises, on the headings of all bills and letters, as well as in all an- 
nouncements and published notices. 


Wisconsin Wire Works in Its New Building. 

The Wisconsin Wire Works, of Appleton, Wis., which sustained 
a loss of $9,000 in the burning of their building last June, have 
just commenced moving into their new concrete block building, 
which has a floor space of 72,000 square feet. Eight machines are 
being installed, two of these machines being 172 inch looms, which 
make the widest wires used in the paper trade. The plant will be 
operated by electric power, and it is hoped that it will be in full 
swing about the latter part of February.

Eastern Manufacturing Co.’s Mill Idle. 


The plant of the Eastern Manufacturing 
Company, at South Brewer, Me., is idle be- 
cause of the shutting off, Wednesday night, 
of electric power coming from the plant of 
the Bodwell Water Power Company at Mil- 
ford. This is the latest phase of the situa- 
tion, which reached a climax two weeks ago 
when the Central Trust Company, of New 
York, trustee, petitioned for a receivership 
for the Bodwell Company because of the 
non-payment of interest on its bonds. 

In the circular letter sent out by the 
president of the Bodwell Water Power 
Company to the bondholders early in Janu- 
ary it was stated that the company was un- 
able to meet the interest on its bonds be- 
cause of its inability to collect from the 
Eastern Manufacturing Company. 

In regard to this statement Mr. Ayer, 
president of the Eastern Manufacturing 
Company, made the following statement: 

“Our position in the matter is this. The 
Bodwell Water Power Company, when they 
found they were not going to complete their 
plant in time to deliver power to us on the 
date specified in the contract, agreed to fur- 
nish us with coal to run our plant until such 
time as they were able to furnish us with 
electric power to take the place of steam. 
As we were buying coal they asked us to 
purchase the coal needed to run the plant 
and they would pay us for it or pay the 
difference between the cost of running the 
plant by steam and running it by electricity 
until such time as they should complete 
their plant and furnish us electric power as 
per contract. They have paid us two pay- 
ments of $10,000 each on account for coal 
purchased. Since their money gave out 
about a year ago they have been paying us 
on account with electric power for the dif- 
ference due us on coal. The electric power 
has now been wholly shut off, the Eastern 
Manufacturing Company not being willing 
to comply with the conditions of the re- 
ceivers. The shutting down of the mill is 
a hardship on the hundreds of employees of 
the plant as well as on the company; but 
there is nothing else to do until the Bod- 
well Company or its officers are disposed 
to act decently.”

Paper Makers versus Paper Users in France. 


There is trouble over the recent increase in the price of paper. 
The article is now sold net, according to a decision come to in 
1905, which only reaffirmed what was resolved on as early as 1900. 
But a new edition of the code of usages governing the sale of 
paper, to include the “net” clause, was not issued at the time, and 
some of the parties interested—not being makers—now seem dis- 
posed to take advantage of this fact in order to insist upon the 
old discount of 5 per cent. being restored. The Masters Printers’ 
Association for the East of France has addressed a circular letter 
to the paper makers, stating that unless the 5 per cent. is allowed 
the members of the association will withdraw their custom from 
any mills refusing it. They have, however, fitted a second string 
to their bow in the form of a circular sent round to their custom- 
ers, i. e., the users of printing, announcing a rise in prices, owing 
to the recent increases in salaries, cost of raw materials, etc. 

The Wholesale Stationers and the French Paper Makers’ Asso- 
ciations both held meetings in Paris, on December 18, in order to 
discuss this question, among others. At the wholesalers’ gather- 
ing a letter was read from the president of the Parisian Retail 
Stationers’ Association, demanding the re-establishment of the dis- 
count, which he maintained was necessary. He, however, based 
his claim on the wording of an old copy of the code, and the 
Wholesalers’ Association, perceiving his error, decided to point it 
out to him, and further to say that it would be, in their opinion, 
very undesirable to put things on their old footing again, the dis- 
count in dispute having been actually abolished seven years since. 
At the paper makers’ meeting it was unanimously agreed to refuse 
the discount asked for, and at a joint meeting of the makers and 
the wholesalers, held on the following day, this was confirmed, and 
it was decided to print a new edition of the code, including the 
“net” clause. At the paper makers’ meeting on the 18th reference 
was made to communications that had been received from the 
Syndicate of the French Press, and from that of the Departmental 





Republican Press, announcing that these bodies were intending to 
memorialize the Customs Department, asking for the abolition of 
the 10 per cent. import duty on paper, and also of the duty on 
wood pulp. 

Needless to say, the members of the Paper Makers’ Association 
are not at all favorable to either proposal. The president, in the 
course of his remarks on the subject, said that the abolition of the 
duty on paper would have very disastrous results for certain mak- 
ers, who considered that the present duty was too low, if anything. 
As to the duty on pulp, to do away with that might be of some 
advantage to those makers who imported their pulp from abroad, 
but it would mean trouble to those who produced pulp in France, 
either for their own use or for sale. Thus if either suggestion 
were adopted a section of the trade would be bound to suffer, but 
if both were carried out the result would be extremely grave from 

paper maker's point of view. It was hardly conceivable that the 
Customs Department would take the matter into serious consid- 
eration, but in any case it behooved the association to carefully 
watch the progress of events. The authorities of the French Na- 
tional Printing Office, in view of the rise, were at first disinclined 
to make any new contracts for more than one year, but now seem 
disposed to adopt the inevitable, and let them run for three years 
at the increased rates, which are from 5 to 10 per cent. above those 


for 1904. 


Causes of Soft Sizing. 


A German expert, describing in the Papier Zeitung the case of 
a paper which, in spite of the presence of 4 per cent. of rosin, 
showed the defect of soft sizing, relates how the top side of the 
paper, which in the German machines is the side which comes in 
contact with the first drying cylinder, was very much worse than 
the under side. Ink strokes made on the top side spread out rap- 
idly, and penetrated deeply into the paper, but did not strike 
through very strongly. Lines drawn on the under side did not 
spread very much, penetrated more slowly, but showed through 
very strongly after standing for some time. The cause of such 
a defect is the overheating of the first drying cylinder, which occurs 
when it is attempted to run the machine too fast with an insufficient 
number of drying cylinders. Similar inequalities in the sizing 
are met with in machine glazed papers, but in this case it is the 
under side of the paper which is in contact with the hot drying 
cylinder. Another fertile cause of soft sizing, particularly in the 
case of highly glazed writing papers containing much mechanical 
wood, is overdamping of the paper before glazing. Such papers 
should only be moderately damped, and should not be brought to 
the supercalenders until the moisture has had plenty of time to 
distribute itself. Hasty and excessive damping, excessive heating 
of the calender bowls, and excessive pressure may so destroy the 
sizing that although the paper coming from the machine was per- 
fectly hard, the glazed paper is little better than blottings paper. 
In such cases the crushing effect of the calenders is generally ap- 
parent on looking through the sheet. 





Falls Manufacturing Co. Gets $102,000 Insurance Money.

AppLeton, Wis., January 27, 1908.—The loss caused by the burn- 
ing of a portion of the mill of the Falls Manufacturing Company, 
at Oconto Falls, has been adjusted by the company and the in- 
surance companies at $102,000. The company sold its stock of 
paper, amounting to about 300 tons, to Jacob Ullman, of Oconto, 
Wis. The contract for rebuilding the burned portion of the mill 
has been awarded to Mr. Ule, a contractor who has had much to 
do with paper mill building on the Wisconsin River. It is ex- 
pected: that the mill will be ready to go into operation again by 
June 1 or before. Fox River.

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A LIST OF THE MOST IMPORTANT PATENTS. 


The Inventive Skill and Ingenuity Employed in the Paper and 
Pulp Industry Are Reflected in the Patent Office at Washing- 
ton—A List of the Most Important Ones Given. 


By F. W. Brair. 

The magnitude and growth of an industry is dependent prin- 
cipally upon the inventive skill and ingenuity employed in its 
development, hence the position and advance in any branch of 
manufacture is at once reflected in the Patent Office by the num- 
ber and value of the patents issued for inventions in that branch. 
This is particularly true of the paper industry, which bases its 
vast growth upon fundamental inventions and discoveries made in 
the past forty-five years. 

In 1870 the wood pulp mills in the United States numbered eight, 
and produced products valued at $172,350. The value of the 
ground wood pulp, soda fibre and sulphite fibre was estimated, 
in the census of 1900, at $18,497,700. 

Patents for improvements in paper machinery are exantined in 
Division XV of the Patent Office, Class 92, Paper Making, under 
which heading there are thirty-nine sub-classes. Over 3,601 pat- 
ents were issued under this class prior to December 31, 1900. 

The chemical processes of Watt and Burgess, Patent No. 11,343, 
July 18, 1854, reissue 1,449, April 7, 1863; ground wood, Voelter, 
No. 21,161, August 10, 1858, reissue, 4,418, Juwe 6, 1871; and sul- 
thite pulp, Tilghman, No. 70,485, November 5, 1867, form the basis 
of the present pulp industry. 

The sulphite process, first practiced commercially in this coun- 
try in 1882, did not prove to be profitable until Russell intro- 
duced the cement lined digester, Patent No. 445,235, January 27, 
1891, reissue 11,282, November 15, 1892, which rendered it a com- 
plete commercial success. Among the patents upon digesters, those 
of Curtis and Jones, Nos. 484,990, 485,000, October 25, and 485,808, 
485,809, 485,810, November 8, 1902, may also be cited. 

In washing and disintegrating machines the advance has con- 
sisted mainly in the improvement of the Hollander beating engine, 
and the Jordan Marshall refining engine, rather than in the in- 
troduction of any radical departures. The patents to Umpher-

The boards then go to the dry houses, and after being 
calendered are tied and stored, ample room being allowed for 
this purpose. A large stock is kept on hand, which gives the 
boards a chance to season well, and this is one essential point in 
the production of quality in this grade of board.

In 1870 the wood pulp mills in the United States numbered eight, 
and produced products valued at $172,350. The value of the 
ground wood pulp, soda fibre and sulphite fibre was estimated, 
in the census of 1900, at $18,497,700.

Philadelphia Markets. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, January 27, 1908—Though quotations for paper 
stock are unchanged prices are firmer all along the line, not be- 
cause the mill men have increased their demand, although some 
slight improvement is noticed, but because the supplies coming to 
the warehouses of the jobbers are restricted. Whether this de- 
crease is due to impeded traffic from the storm or to shortage in 
collections because of the fear that the police will arrest the little 
dealers under the antiquated act requiring a license, or is due to 
dullness of producers of stock cannot be ascertained. The net re- 
sult, however, is that all along the line prices are firm. 

The police have not yet made an arrest under the terms of the 
old ordinance, although the little fellows would welcome such an 
arrest as a test case. As told in THe Paper TraApe JourNAL, 
Simpson & Brown, attorneys, have been retained to defend anyone 
arrested and to make an effort to upset the old act.

CHINA CLAY.—A seasonably active demand continues and 
some fairly good sized orders are being placed. Sales are being 
made on the basis of $12@18 per ton for English and $8@o per ton 
for Domestic. 

TALC.—The market for domestic Tale continues moderately ac- 
tive, with shipments on contracts going forward at regular intervals. 
Strictly new business shows an increase. Quotations display a 
strong ypward tendency, although $9 and upward per ton is still 
being asked. 

ROSIN.—A sharp advance in prices on all grades brought forth 
a heavy demand from consuming sources during the week. Indica- 
tions point to still higher quotations. Sales were checked to some 
extent by the limited supply on spot. A general advance of about 
$1 was announced by préducers. Paper makers’ rosin was quoted 
at $4.80 in New York and $4.05 at Savannah. 

ALKALI—A generally quiet market is in progress, with the 
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demand very light outside of the movement on regular contracts. 
Supplies on spot are not excessive; 90@92"%c. is quoted on 48 per 
cent. f. 0, b. works, with high test held at 77'4@87c. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The demand is of seasonable propor- 
tions, and the generally mild weather has fhcilitated the general 
movement. Heavy importations have resulted in freer offerings. 
Small lots are held at 1.25c. and carloads at 1.20c. and up. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—There has been no change noted in this 
market, and trade for the most part is confined to regular contract 
deliveries, Prices held steady at 1.75@1.8oc. and .1oc. higher for 
60 per cent. f, o. b. works. Powdered is held at 254@3c., point of 
delivery. 

SAL SODA... -A fair demand exists for moderate quantities aside 
from the movement on outstanding contracts. Quotations remain 
steady at .6oc., and up. f. o. b. Concentrated is being offered in 
small lots at 13¢c. and up. 

ALUM (Sulphate of Alumina).—New business in this market is 
rather slow, but shipments on contracts continue about of average 
volume. Supplies for paper manufacturing purposes are held at 
$1@1.75 per 100 pounds. 

BRIMSTONE.—Prices on the Sicilian and Domestic product 
have been advanced to $22 per ton, which seems to indicate that 
the trade war between producers here and abroad has been settled 
for the time being at least. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—The demand as a whole is fairly satis- 
factory. The general movement has been sufficiently large to main- 
tain the market on a steady basis. Sales are made on the basis of 
4@6%c. 


J. R. Booth Wins in W. Seward Webb’s Suit. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

NraGarA FA tts, Ont., January 27.—James R. Booth, the Ottawa 
pulp and paper magnate, has won the famous $2,500,000 suit in- 
stituted against him by Dr. W. Seward Webb, of New York. The 
latter sued Mr. Booth for $2,500,000 for non-fulfillment of con- 
tract, in which it is alleged that Mr. Booth entered into an ar- 
rangement with Dr. Webb to sell him, or interests he was sup- 
posed to represent, the Canada Atlantic Railway, which was 
owned by Mr. Booth. The purchase price was something around 
$10,000,000. Dr. Webb put up $250,000 as an option, to be fot- 
feited if Dr. Webb did not carry out the deal. The purchase was 
not completed, and Mr. Booth refused to refund the $250,000. 
Justice Mabee, of the High Court of Canada, has just rendered 
decision dismissing the action against Mr. Booth and confirming 
Mr. Booth’s right to the $250,000 forfeiture money. The cost also 
goes to the plaintiff. W. E. T.
